The Port of London Authority have 
authorised tne expenditure of nearly £80,000 
for the erection of new timber storage sheds 
at the Surrey Commercial Docks.

‘The next portion of the wall from the 
east end of the transit shed to the new ladder 
will require to have its foundations protected 
with reinforced concrete sheet eiling and 
‘underpinning. I estimate the cost of sheet 
piling and pretecting this additional length 
of 85 yards from the east end of the shed to 
the ladder at £765 (seven hundred and sixty- 
five pounds)

TUNNEL.

NE of the greatest engineering feats ol 
modern times, the Mersey Tunnel, will 
shortly be completed. The tunnel will 

be formally opened by the King in July. 

It will bring together Liverpool and Bootle 
on the Lancashire and Birkenhead and 
Wallasey on the Cheshire side, four boroughs 
with a total population of close on 14 millions. 

Construction was started in December, 
1925. On April 3rd, 1928, the preliminary 
tunnel from Liverpool met that from Birken- 
head under the middle of the river. So 
accurate was the survey work that the diver- 
gence for line, length and level averaged less 
than one inch. Thereafter work proceeded 
on enlarging to the fuli-sized tunnel by means 
of excavating the rock and erecting round 
the tunnel a cast-iron lining, made waterproof 
and protected from corrosion by an inside and 
outside liningjof cement grout and concrete. 

When the lining was completed a reinforced 
concrete roagway was built, across the centre 
of the tunneg™ the upper arch being smoothed 
off in cement and plaster to within 7ft. of the 
roadway, the last 7ft. down to the road level 
being covered with black glass panels. The 
permanent roadway consists of cast-iron sets 
laid on the concrete foundation, lanes for 
four lines of traftic being marked out by 
rubber strips. 

There are four entrances to the tunnel, two 
on either side of the river, each of the road- 
ways coming together in a large junction 
chamber . before entering the under-river 
portion proper. 


OVER TWO MILES LONG, 


The length of the tunnel from the main 
Liverpool entrance in the Haymarket to the 
main Birkenhead entrance in Chester street 
is 2.13 miles, and the width of the roadway 
36 feet. In addition, there is a pathway on 
either side for officials and possible emergency 
use, makiug a total interior width of 44 feet. 
The under-river porti6 nis 46 feet 3 inches 
in external diameter, thus making it by far 
the largest sub-aqueous tunnel ever con- 
structed. 

Six ventilating plants have been erected, 
three on the Tiversec! and three on the 
Birkenhead side, each consisting of a number 
of large fans housed in surface buildings and 
connected with the tunnel by means of 
vertical shafts and horizontal air ducts. 

These ventilating stations will be auto- 
matically controlled by a single operator, who 
will have in front of him instruments which 
will record not only the carbon monoxide con- 
tent of the atmosphere at any point, but also 
the degree of visibility, the number of vehicles 
using the road at any given moment, and the 
state of all the pumping and drainage 
apparatus. In order to guard against any possi- 
bility of failure, every fan and its drive 1s 
duplicated. 

Among other interesting facts and figures 
relating to this gigantic undertaking are the 
following :—The cost of the project, including 
land but excluding interest charges during 
construction, is £7,077,800, towards which 
the British Government has contributed 
£2,500,000. 

The time required to pass through the 
tunnel at 20 miles an hour is 65 minutes, 

The capacity of the tunnel is 4,150 cars an 
hour, with four lines of cars, spaced 100 feet 
apart, moving at 20 m.p.h. 

The bottom of the under-river tunnel at its 
deepest point 13 170 feet below high water. 

The total nux eer of men directly employed 
on the tunnel ai the peak period of construc- 
tion was 1,700. 
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A youth who called for his friend, Walter 
Barlow (16), of Lower Crimble, Tíeywood, 
Lancashire, on Saturday evening, receiving no 
response to his shouts, went into a bedroom, 
where he found Barlow dead in bed. The 
boy had apparantly been gassed, a flexible 
tube a yard and a half long being attached 
to @ gas bracket near the bed.
